Those of us who remember how the 
lovely tuip gardens of last spring 
cheered the war's graynesg may have 
no doubts as to why more bulbs 
should be pianted this fall, But tor 
those who may hesitate, let them read 
this Little story from Holland, which 
has cdred for so many war refugees. 
The following came in a recent letter 
from the bulb grower, which had been 
somewhat censored: 

“The snowdrops in your shipment 
were grown in ‘lurkey and it was ai- 
most impossible to secure even @ lim~- 
lied quantity of these. 

“The narcissus (Paper Whites) were 
grown in France, and owing to the 
scarcity of labor there was only a 
limited quantity produced, The hya- 
cinths, tulips and narecissus, with other 
bulbs, were grown in Holland, in Sas- 
senheim and vicinity, 

“Between the rows of al these 
bulbs thig summer were grown all 
binds of vegetables, so there was not 
an inch of planting space wasted. 
the present time in the vicinity of 
Sassenheim land is worth about §2,, 
400 per acre, so you can readily un- 
cerstand why they 
waste an inch of epace. 

“This year the German Govern- 
ment offered higher prices for the 
Pulbs we are selling than was received 
for them tn America. They wanted 
them for feed for thelr goats, horses 
and hogs, but the Holland growers re- 


| mained loyal to customers in America, 


“If every purchaser could know the 
hardship growers have had to endure 
to produce these bulbs and the cost to 
secure them for this fall, they would 
certainly appreciate the flowers. 

“There io no doubt, too, but that a 
great many war sufferers were able 
to exist from money received for their 


‘efforts in cultivating the bulb fields

No Sag to Them. 

In the United States cold stor- 
age establishments are not to be 
allowed to sell as fresh goods, 
poultry, eggs, butter or fish stored 
thirty days or more. If kept 
longer than this period, these com- 
modities have to be marked ‘‘cold 
itorage goods.’’ The supposition 
is that the natural preference of 
the consumer for fresh goods will 
slacken the demand for the cold 
storage products and that the 
price of these will accordingly sag. 
The difficulty about that theory in 
Canada is that the storage estab- 
lishments seem to have got such a 
grip on the supply that the price 
doesn’t sag, Whatever the consum- 
er many think about the product.

Winnipeg, Nov, 12.—Dealing with 
the recent investigation as to the pro- 
tits of packing house companies, tne 
Manitoba Free Press today says: 

“The facts brought out by thig in- 
vestigation impose upon the govern- 
ment an obligation, The new govern- 
ment, in its co.lective capacity, is not 
responsible for the conditions which, 
through wackness or otherwise, the 
old government allowed to develop; 
but with the consequences of those 
conditions, now present, it must deal. 
The complete confidence of the peopie 
in the government is so necessary if it 
is to have the necessary power to do 
the things that must be done if we are 
not to fail in the greatest task which 
this country will ever have to meet 
that it must not hesitate to dea! s0 
drastically with economic evils that 
are remediable as to comp-etely satisfy 
the people that corporation “pull” and 
rersonal influence have completely 
disappeared at Ottawa. With respect 
to pecking houses the government is 
now about to do what should have 
been done at least two years ago, They 
are to become government controlled 
industries and will be operated under 
conditions which will keep_ within 
moderate limits the spread between 
what is paid to the farmer for the 
raw material and what the consumer 
pays for the finished product, This 
wil! be a cuarantee that, for the future, 
there will be no millions taken im- 
properly from the people for the en- 
hancement of private fortunes.
